LONGSTREET PRESENT.

TRYING TO EFFECT A SETTLEMENT 
OF HIS CLAIMS.

Butler Mahone on Trial—The Death of Congressman 
Hahn—The River and Harbor Appropriations—

WASHINGTON, March 15.—[Special.]—W hile 
the fiags over the capitol were still at half mast 
on account of the death of Senator Miller, of 
California, came the announcement that Rep- 
sentative Hahn, of New Orleans, had suddenly 
died. It was at first reported asa suicide, but 
this statement proved entirely withoutany foun 
dation than the exclamation of the frightened 
fireman who saw him lying on the floor, that a 
man had cut histhroat. The evidence of Dr. 
Bliss, and all the circumstances clearly prove 
that the unfortunate man died of a hemor- 
rhage. 

GENERAL LONGSTREET’S ACCOUNTS, 

General Longstreet arrived here this after- 
noon. Hesaid to Tar CONSTITUTION’S cor- 


yee that he would call at the depart- 


nt of justice tomorrow, and endeavor to ad- 
just his accounts with the government. He 
claims that the government owes him about 
twelve thousand dollars, which it will not 
pay, because he® in his capacity as marshal of 
Georgia, is indebted to his deputies in the sum 
of $2,500. Just before Longstreet went out of 
the marshal’s office, the appropriation for the 
department of justice ran short, and he could 
get no remittances from the department. Af- 
ter he retired from office he was told that he 
could not be paid because he was notthe mar- 
shal of Georgia. The government undoubtedly 
owes Longstreet a considerable sum, which 
will probably be paid soon. 

' @ COMPLAINTS AGAINST HOXIE. 

Complaints continue to be made against 
Lieutenant Hoxie for his estimates of ‘ap- 
propriations for rivers and harbors in Alabama 
and Georgia, The rule of the river and harbor 
committee has been to give not more than 
twenty-five or thirty per cent of the 
estimates. Hoxie has made such small 
estimates that the appropriations on that 
scale would be worse than nothing, as they 
would not preserve the work now in progress. 
It is hoped that the river and harbor comnit- 
tee will have the good sense to come up to 
Hoxie’s actual figures, which is barely suffi- 
cient to keep the progressing improvements 
going. He recommends only 320,000 for Chat- 
tahboochee river. 

BUTLER MAHONE ON TRIAL. 

Quite a crowd of Washington bloods congre- 
gated at the courthouse this moruing to wit- 
ness the trial of their friend, Butler Mahone, 
eon of Senator Mahone. Butler is indicted for 
assault with intent to murder John Willis, a 
waiter at Welcher’s hotel, about a year ago. 
He fired at Willis, and the bullet is said to 
have disarranged his well-parted hair. The 
case was postponed until the 20th. John S. 
Wise and ex-Districfs Attorney Cork- 
hill represents Mahone. District Attorney 
Worthington is prosecuting. 

TRENHOLM To Go UP. 

Congressman Cox, of North Carolina, said 
tonight that there was no truth in thejreport 
that ex-Senator Merriman, of North Carolina, 
was to succeed Mr. Trenholm as civil service 
commissioner. He says Merriman would not 
give up his state judgeship for any office in the 
gift of the national administration. It isstated 
on the best authonty that Trenholm will be 
appeinted comptroller of the currency. This 
honor will be attributable to his speech at the 
national commercial convention in Atlanta 
last May, in favor of the suspension of silver 
coinage. 

COLQUITT ON PROHIBITION. 

Senator Colquitt addressed the Young Men’s 
Christian association, and a large audience last 
night, on the subject of prohibition. He gave 
the results of his recent observations, to show 
that the movement is growing with wonderful 
rapidity in all parts of the United States. 

CANE AND SORGHUM, 

A number of gentlemen now in Washington, 
prominent among whom is ex-Governor War- 
mouth, of Louisiana, are urging the agricultural 
committee of the house to put into its general 
appropriation bill an item of one handred 
thousand dollars for experiments in what is 
known as the diffusive process of making 
sugar. Itis claimed that while the present 
methods of sugar making rarely result ih 
more than fifty per cent of sugar from 
Syrup, this process will insure. over 
ninety per cent. It is proposed to spend 
fifty thousand in Leuisiana in experiments on 
cane and fifty thousand in Kansas in experi- 
mentson sorghum. The agricultural com- 
mittee agreed today to put in its bill two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars tor the 
treatmentof pleuro pneumonia. This item 
will undoubtedly be sharply antagonized, but 
the senators and representatives from the cat- 


tie regions are enthusiastic for it and say it 
will surely be allowed. F. Eke Dee 


A NEW CHAPLAIN, 


The Senate Does But Little Business and Ad- 
journs,. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—In the senate, Mr 
Edmunds offered a resolution to appoint Rev. 
J. G. Butler, D. D., (rector of the Lutheran 
Memorial church, at Washington) to be chap- 
lain of the senate, in place of Rev. Dr. Huut- 
ley, whose resignation takes effect today. In 
offering the resolution, Mr. Edmunds said he 
was sure he expressed the feeling of all the 
senators in giving voice to their best wishes 
for the retiring chaplain, and expressing the 
hope that his future might be as successful as 
his past had been. The resolation was agreed 


Mr. Ingalls submitted a proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution, providing thvt the 
present presidential term, and the second ses- 
sion of the fiftieth congress shall terminate on 
April 30, 1889, and that the succeeding presi- 
dential and congressional terms shall begin 
on that date, the one hundredth anniversary 
of the inauguration of the first presidentof the 
United States.

DEATH OF EX-GOVERNOR HAHN 


The Action of the House of Representatives 
Thereupon. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Ex-Governor 
Hahn, representative to congress from the 
second district of Louisiana, died suddenly 
this morning at Willard’s hotel, of hemorrhage 
of the lungs. 

In the house, after the reading of the jour- 
nal, Mr. St. Martin, of Louisiana, ry. 4 an- 
nounced the death of his colleagu, Michael 

n, and offered.resolutions expressive of 
regret with which the house has heard of 
intelligence ef Mr. Hahn’s death; provid- 

the appointment of a select joint com- 


mittee, consisting of seven members and three 
senators, to take order for conducting the fune- 
ral ceremonies, and to escort the remains to 
the place of burial, and adjourning the house 
as a further mark of respect tothe memory of 
the deceased. 

Pending this Mr. Bland, of Missouri, asked 
unanimous consent that tomorrow be devoted 
to the consideration of the same class of busi- 
ness that would have been in order today. 
There were some indications of objections to 
this order, but unanimous consent was finally 
given. 

St. Martin’s resolutions were then adopted 
unanimously, and the house accordingly, at 
12:20, adjourned. 


THE PAN-ELECTRIC SCHEME. 


The Rogers Family Continue to Make Dis- 
closures. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—It is now believed 
that a suit to test the validity of the patent 
of the Bell telephone company will be insti- 
tuted during the present week, and mos3t prob- 
ble at Columbus, Ohio. 

When the telephonic investigating commit- 

tee met today, at the request of Mr. Ranney, 
J. Harris Rogers was recalled to the stand. He 
said that the parties forming the original Pan- 
Electric company paid nothing for the stock in 
addition to the price fixed in the contract. 
Before going to New York, it had been under- 
stood that they were to issue stock based upon 
the patents and ffuture possibilities of 
electricity. The gentlemen were to give their 
names as a guarantee to outside parties that 
the company would be honorably aud fairly 
conducted. An enterprise based upon future 
possibilities requires a guarantee of men of 
national reputation. That was the considera- 
tion for which they were given their respective 
interests. The gentlemen agreed to get a 
charter and give their names, and they had 
broken their bargain. The men selected were 
also shrewd lawyers, as litigation was looked 
for. These things formed the general tenor of 
conversation among the parties before they 
went to New York and while there. When 
the question of issuing stock was raised, Me. 
Young suggested that written certificates be 
used. The witness’ father objected. Atkins 
also stated that his understanding was that 
the stock was to be issued, and he saw no 
reason why they should not have the stock. 
The witness said that A. S. Hewitt had de- 
clined to take the stock reserved to him, on 
the ground of feeble health and accumulated 
business. The witness, with Harris and 
Atkins, had gone to see Hewitt 
personally about the matter. The interest re- 
served for him had been divided and sold. 
Senator Vest bought some, and two lady ac- 
quaintances of Senator Harris also bought 
stock. $100,000 in stock was received by Gov- 
ernor J.C. Brown. He was to receive the 
same terms as were offered Hewitt, except 
that he wasto pay a smaller amount. Senator 
Harris said that the ladies referred to bought 
the stock as an investment. The proceeds 
were divided among the gentiemen. The wit- 
nets got bis share, and supposed the others got 
theirs. The witness desired to correct the 
statement that each of the parties had been 
given one-tenth interest in the company. He 
said that in accordance with the promises made 
by himself to other parties, he had reserved 
5170,000 of the stock,which was deducted from 
the interests held by the other parties. Still 
his associates managed to get their full tenth 
interests. The witness gave Father Rockford, 
of St. Domonic’s church, $100,000 in stock. He 
also gave $10,000 to Richard Wintersmith, of 
Kentucky. 

Ranney—Yes, I have seen his letters. 
He seemed to be very grateful. 
Itseems to have made him very, very happy. 
Did he give anything for it? 

The witness replied in 
ssid be had also given &10,000 in stock to 
Mareus Wright. He had promised ten 
thousand dullars to General Price in con- 
sidcration of the retransfer to the witness 
of the transmitter he had  previous!y 
sold to Price. The witness regarded this as a 
valuable instrument, but had never been abie 
toget the company to pay fer it. Mr. Price 
had put his claim in hands of attorneys for 
recovery. 

Mr. Ranney inquired whether the witness 
knew of any effort by the Pan-Electric com- 
pany tosell or give stock to congressmen, and 
if so, to whom, when and where’? 

W itness—I heard of otlers made to seil. 

Mr. Hall interrupted, and objected to the 
question. 

The objection was overruled and Mr, 
ney repeated the question, 

The witness replied that at a meeting at 
which Senator Harris, General Johnston, Mr. 
Youngand the witness, (and possibly Colonel 
lLooney,) were present, Mr. Young stated that 
a number of members wanted to become in- 
terested in the Pan-Electric company, and had 
frequently importuned him-+on the subject. 
Young asked advice as to what 
should be done. He suggested 
that probably the members of the company had 
enough of that class of gentlemen associated 
with them. The question was then discussed 
as to how much the members of congress would 
give. Twenty dollars was proposed, but Young 
suggested that that was too much. He said 
that most of them wanted to getin on the 
ground floor, or as near the ground as possible. 
Young counted on his fingers four or fivemem- 
bers. The matter was left with Youngto do 
the best he could. The name of Dunn. of Ar- 
kansas, wasmentioned. Witness did not re- 
member the others. 

Chairman—Mentioned in what connection? 

Witness—As one of the parties anxious 
to become interested. That was one name 
Young mentioned. Tbhematter was left to 
Young. I never heard of it afterwards. 

Witness was questioned asto whether his 
father had ever been a candidate for office un- 
der the present administration. 

Witness—Yes, for some office in which he 
could carry on his profession--such as assist- 
ant attorney in some of the depart- 
ments, ora position abroad at Marseilles or 
Milan. 

Mr. Ranney—-Was your father a candidate 
for assistant attorney general? 

Witness--I think not. I think that was 
never mentioned, unless itmay have been in 
a jocular way. 

Mr. Rogers was asked if there was any 
question raised as to the new legislation neces- 
sary from congress. 

Witness—I don’t think thatthe subject of 
legislation was ever broached by any of my 
associates, 

Chairman—The matter of obtaining favor- 
able legislation was never mentioned between 
you and your associates? 

Witness—No, sir. 

Chairman—Were these gentlemen expected 
to render any service to the company in setting 
the enterprise on foot? 

Witness — They were expected to give us 
the benefit of their legal talent, their services 
as business men, and their names as honorable 
men, 

Chairman—-You put your inventions into 
the association. and you expected services 
from the gentlemen to whom the shares were 
assigned? 

Witness— Yes, sir. 

Chairman—Was avything said about off- 
cial influence? 

Witness—I don’t think any of us ever 
looked for legislation iu the beginning. We 
did not depend on it or care for it. 

Chairman—Did you assign them the inter- 
est because of the official position they held, 
or becouse of their standing as lawyers, and 
because you expected to be benefitted by their 
services.? 

Witness—There were’ three reasons. 
One reason was that they held official position, 
and from this fact they were widely known. 
The second reason was that because they were 
lawyers. ‘The third reason, last but not least, 
was because we had known most of them for 
years, and we were satisfied they would con-

AMONG THE STRIKERS. 
in the Texas 


The Latest Developments 
Strike. 

Str. Louis, March 15.—The first serious ac 
of violence by the strikers occurred this morn 
ing, when a party of five men approached W 
W. Stanton, the new switchman hired by the 
Missouri Pacific, who was attending the 
switch in the company’s yard, and 
asked him why he was occupying 
the place of one of the strikers. He replied 
that he was being paid the wages demanded 
by the strikers, and that when the man whose 
position he was then filling should return he 
would surrender the place to him. This 
served toanger the men, and one of them 
struck Stanton on thetemple witha pair of 
brass knuckles, and another hurled a rock at 
bim, which also struck him onthe head and 
kpvocked him senseless. The assailants then 
dispersed, but not before one of them was ar- 
rested. Stauton, itisthought, is not danger- 
ously wounded. 

CHARGED WITH MUTILATION. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark, March 15.—Today a bill 
was filed by the attorneys of the St. Louis and 
Iron mountain railroad against J. Deley aud 
others, representing the Knights of Labor, al- 
leging the seizure and mutilation of their 
property and the obstruction of the business 
of the railroad company, and asking for ano 
order restraining all parties from tresspassing 
on their property, and interfering with the 
business of the company. Chancellor Carroll 
granted a temporary restraining order. 

ANOTHER WALKOUT. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 15.—Shortly after 9 
o'clock this morning Receiver Sheldon, 
of the Texas and Pacific railway, 
received a dispatch from Gouldsboro 
signed “Committee of Louisiana, No, $777,” 
saying: “We, the New Orleans employes of 
the Texas and Pacific railway, being called 
upon to assist our brothers now on a strike on 
the Texas and Pacific railway, respectfully 
request you will consent to arbitrate the diffi- 
c\ lty now existing; otherwise we will be in 
honor bound to quit work until you do,” 

Before Sheldon had time to consider the 
matter be received notice thatsome of the 
shop men at Gouldsbcro had struck -work. 
Sheldon said: ‘There never has beena com- 
plaint or grievance laid before the 
receivers by any person in the 
employ of the Texas and Pacific. 
There is, therefore, nothing to arbitrate. If 
there was anything, the law bas fixed a com- 
mon arbitrator, the United States circuit court, 
to which all employes have a perfect right to 
appeal for a redress of all grievance or the 
correction of any errors. They, as well as re- 
ceivers, are quasi officials of the court, and all 
are under its orders and protection.”’ 

Inquiry at the shops show that thirty-five 
men have gone out. They have been notified 
of their discharge. The waster mechanic, 
the foreman, the storekeepers, two clerks and 
three wipers remain at their posts. The deputy 
marshal has been sent to Goldsboro to protect 
property and workmen who may be employe: 
to take the places of the strikers. 

THE MEN WILL BE ORDERED OUT. 

St. Lovis, March 15.--A circular from East 
assembly St. Louis K nights of Labor,was served 
this evening upon the representatives of all the 
roads centering in East St. Louis, demanding 
an increaseof wages for the yardmen, and 
sta ing that if the demand is not complied 
with by Thursday, the men will be ordered 
out, 

The locomotive engineers of the eastern di- 
vision of the Missouri Pacific railroad, officially 
notified General Superintendent Kerrigan to- 
day that the engineers of the eastern division 
are ready to perform their duties as locomo- 
tive engineers when called upon, according to 
the contract of March 24th, 1855. 

THE PRESENT ADVANCE, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 15.—The Knights of 
Labor have declared a strike at the Clinton 
rolling mill for ten per cent advance. 

TRAINS RUNNING. 

TEXARKANA, March 15.—Freight traffic on 
the Texas and Pacific is entirely resumed. 
Two freight trains have already arrived from 
the far west. The indications denote that 
the strikers are not disposed to interfere with 
that portion of the Gould system in the hands 
of the United States court. 

SEDALIA, Mo., March15.—The third attempt 
to send out a freight train was a failare today. 
Every policeman was on duty, and the train 
was unmolested within the city limits, but 
just beyond it was boarded by over fifty 
strikers, who set the brakes, pulled the coup- 
ling pins and brought the train to a 
halt, amid the cheers of the great crowd 
that lined the track. The train was then 
ordered back to the yard and the engine to 
the roundhouse. 

ALL THE MINES A@E NOW IDLE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 15.—Several hundred 
of the striking miners of Irwin district as- 
sembled at Irwin, Pa., at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and |! eaded by a brass band marched to 
the Mancr valley mine, operated by Coulton, 
Huff & (0., and persuaded the working colliers 
tc join ‘he strike. The men have been working 
right eJoug since the strike was inaugurated, 
‘ley made no resistance, and nothing serious 
eceusred. All the mines are now idle and 
cverything is quiet.

The general says there is at least one crank in 
every Congress. The remark suggested a can- 
vass Of the claims of various members to this 
distinction. A fair estimate of the present 
congress will show that it is nnusually free 
from ‘cranks,’ as compared with some con- 
gresseS we have had. In the last 
congress, for instance, General Weaver's 
resolution would have been well timed. 
Among the three hundred and twenty-five 
members of the house, not one is to be found 
who i8 Worthy to be considered the successor 
of the irrepressible John D. White. of Ken- 
tucky. White used to stir up the house every 
few days, and was the occasion of more 
“scenes” in that body than any person who 
ever Sal in it. Many a time he defied the com- 
hined efforts of both sides of the house, the 
speaker and the sergeant-at-arms to suppress 
bim. When he made up his mind to 
do a thing he invariably succeeded, 
and though the noisest of members on 
the floor outside, he was one of the mild- 
est and most courteous. The only man who 
approached him in the crank line in thé last 
congress, was “Calamity” Weller of Iowa, bat 
Weller lacked pertinacity, was nervous, and 
went to pieces easily. The house found no 
trouble in “sitting down’’ on Weller, but 
White was invincible. There were three or 
four other members of thet last house who 
were famous as “cranks,” bus so far no mem- 
berofthe present house ha developed any 
remarkable gifts in this direc tion.

000 by this conference to Randolph-Macon 
college. Revs. J.S. Martin, 8. Rodgers, J. S, 
Gardner, R. Smithson, P. L. Whisner and S. K. 
Cox were elected ministerial delegates to the 
general conference, and T. J. Magruder, Frank 
Hereford, J. B. Wilson, J. H. H. Figgott, J. P. 
Hauck and E. B. Prettyman, lay Zelacabes. 
Revs. Bush and Kern and Messrs. Hamett, 
McCoy and Newton were elected alternates. 

At the close of the session Dr. Head created 
quite a sensation. He rose to a question of 
privilege and stated that, as chairman of the 
committee on examinations, he had submitted 
a report upon the trial sermon of J. N. McCor- 
mick, disapproving it on the ground that it 
was but an assertion of German rationalism, 
and not in accordance with Methodist doctrine. 
The sermon was afterward submitted to Bishop 
Wilson and Revs. Harrison, Carson amd others, 
who pronounced it orthodox and able. Dr. 
Head declared that if that sermon was ortho- 
dox. there was no line between Paganism and 
Christianity.

THE GASOLINE EXPLODES. 
A Terrible Explosion Creates Disaster in 
Toledo. 


ToLepo, O., March 15.—At an early hour 
this morning the people were aroused by a tre- 


mendous explosion, wakening everybody in | 


the city. Many rushed into the streets to find 
the cause, directed by the light of an enormous 
‘ ion to the linseed oi! mills of Varney, 
Taylor & Co., on the middle grounds along 
the river above the Union depot, which was 
on fire. The mills i of an elevator 
used for storing flax seed, a large building con- 
taining machinery for grinding oil, and alarge 
two-story brick building used for a refinery. 
The fire was discovered in the latter, and the 
alarm turned in. Before the firemen reached 
the scene, a large iron tank of gasoline explo- 
ded with a tremendous report, enttrely demol- 
ishing the building containing it, throwing 
the burning oil in all directions, and firing the 
other buildings. The windows of the resi- 
dences on the top of the bluff were smashed for 
two squares away, and those of the three-story 
brick hotel over a square away were utterly 
demolished on the side next to the explosion, 
even the sashes being blown in. Some fifty feet 
away from the burning building was two-story 
frame structure used as the office of the Day- 
ton and Michigan road. This was entirely 
wrecked, and two employes sleeping in the 
upper story had a narrow escape. One hun- 
dred yards southis another railroad office, 
near the reund house, The windows were 
blown in,and the telephone operator was 
knocked down and dangerously cut by flying 
peces of glass. A number of other persons 
were knocked and stunned, but no serious ac- 
cidents have been reported as yet. The loss 
will reach nearly $100,000.

Mr. Gladstone stated that the government 
had decided to decline to appoint a special 
commission to inquire into the advisability of 
transterring the surplus population of Great 
britain to the colonies. 

Mr. Gladstone occupied his usual place in 
the house of commons this afternoon. He 
looked fairly well. 

A number of motions looking to the rehabi- 
litation of silver as currency standard were 
postpened. 

A. J. Mundella. president of the board of 
trade, announced that the different British 
consuls in the United States had been instruct- 
ed to inquire into the alleged frequency of the 
“crimping” of British seamen in America, and 
to take necessary steps to protect them from 
the practice in the future.

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THE OREGON WRECK. 


A TERRIBLE MISTAKE RESTING 
SOMEW/ HERE. 


The Schooner Which Struck the Oregon Sank Im~- 
Crew Fighting to Escape Before the 
Passengers — Other Items, Bre. 


New YorK, March 15.—Captain Cottier, of 
the steamship Oregon, reports 15) cabin, 68 
intermediate and 239 steerage passengers on 
board. The weather was clear at 4:30, Sunday 
morning, with a fresh breeze, when saddenly 
a sailing vessel loomed up. She showed no 
light until too close to sheer off, when she 
showed a white light. When the schooner 
was looked for shortly after the collision, sna 
was not in sight. She had gone down s»9 
quickly that no person and no wreckage could 
be found to give a clue to her identity. 

One of the National Line steamers passed 
close at hand soon after the accident, but did 
not stop. The Oregon floated about eight 
hours after being struck. The transfer of her 
passengers to the pilot boat No. ll and the 
schooner Fannie A. Gorbam was made by the 
steamer’s boats. All the passengers were oat 
of the steamer by 11 o'clock. An hour later 
the steamer Fulda came along and took the 
wrecked people from the smaller vessels, 

Some of the passengers say the schooner was 
visible ten miles away, and had been seen long 
before she struck. Noone attempts to account 
for the accident except on theories. The 
steamer men offer neither theory nor expla- 
nation. The passengers say the firemen 
and coal passers made a great deal of trouble 
when the passengers were being transferred 
from the vessel. They endeavored to getfoff 
first, and one was knocked down by a steamer 
officer to get him out of the way of the women. 
It was only by hard fighting and great nerve 
of officers that these men were prevented from 
running away with the boat and leaving the 
passengers to their fate. Someof the boats, 
with the members of the steamer’s crew, were 
picked up by vessels some distance from the 
wreck. One boat containing the first officer 
and four men came to thecity today. They 
had been picked up today, after being 24 hours 
in the boat. Another pilot boat was reported off 
Sandy Hook this afternoon, having in tow five 
or six large boats, supposed to be part of the 
Oregon's boats, of which the steamer had ten, 

The passengers were driven from their beds 
and some of them were taken on board the 
Fulda scarcely half clad. All of them lost 
everything they possessed except what was 
ontheir backs. Thesteamer was valued at a 
million and a quarter, and the cargo at a quar- 
ter of a million. All the insurance upon the 
vessel or cargo was placed on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The vessel lies upright in twen- 
ty-two fathoms of water, and her topmasts are 
visible above the water. Not much hope exist 
of her being raised. 

THE FIRST OFFICER TALKS, 


Fiist Of.cer Mathews, who was in charge o 
the vesse!, says himself and four others were 
on watch at the time. All saw the white light 
of the schooner on port bow, bat supposed it 
to bea pilot boat,and Mathews ordered the 
course of the vessel changed slightly so as to 
pass, as he supposed, further away from the 
approaching vessel, as the ()regon did not want 
a pilot. He says the weather was slightly 
hazy, andthat he could make out nothing of 
the course of the strange vesse! from the light 
the showed. Mathews thinks the light he 
saw was merely a lantern shown from 
deck in the hands of one ofthe crew. Up to 
the moment of the contact cf the vessels, 
Mathews had no idea of a collision. 

Farwell, in bis interview, says two large 
steamers passed close to the Oregon after she 
was dicabled, but yave no sign that they hal 
noticed the distress signals. He says” also, 
thatthe cannon used for signalling on the 
steamer was toosmall, nothing but a popgua 
in fact, and that the rockets sent up were also 
too small, and of poor quality. 

THE MAIL MATTER, 

Postmaster Pearson states that the Oregon 
had 508 bagsof mail. About 113 were closed 
bags..containing 260 bags of letter mail for the 
United States and Canada. The bal- 
ance was made uD of about 
170 bags of newspaper mail, twodispatch bags, 
and «a number of bags inclosing empty sacks re- 
turned. Of sixty-six heavy registered mails, 
cstimated as containing about 2,400 letters and 
packages, only a portion of the French, Ital- 
ian, Swedish and Russian mail, ninety-four 
pieces in all, was received. The British and 
German registered mail was all lost. The 
British, German, Swiss, swedish, Belgian, 
Portugese and Cape Town money order list 
from London, Bastie, Malta, Antwerp, Lisbon 
and Cape Town respectively,and the French 
money order advices wereall lost, the Italian 
alone being saved. Duplicate lists will be called 
for at once. 

THE INSUFFICIENT SUPPLY OF ROATS, 

Several of the Oregon's passengers have 
been interviewed. (neisJ. V. Farweli, the 
(hicago merchant. There is a concurrence of 
opinion among them that the Oregon’s eqaip- 
ment of boats wouidn’t have saved one-half 
the people on board if the accident had occur- 
red in mid ocean, or anywhere that they would 
bave been the sole dependence. Captain Cot- 
tier has stated, on the other hand, that his 
boats weuld have saved every body. The 
fact remains that the pilot boat and schooner 
were so crowed that it was next to impossible 
for them to take more on board had it been 
neccessary,and had not the steamer Falpa 
happened along, the Oregon’s people would 
have been obliged to remain on the open decks 
of the two sailing vessels, with scanty allowance 
of food and clothing, until they reached 
Sandy Hook. The passengers award high 
praise to the officers and crew of the steamer 
for their courage and coolness, and they con- 
curin describing the cowardly conduct of 
some of the stokers andafew steerage pas- 
sengers. Some of the latter jumped from the 
deck of the vessel upon the heads of the wo- 
men and children, who crowded one boat, just 
as it was about to push off.

The Jail Breaking in Sylvania Briefly Told —- 
The Criminals Stil) at Large. 

SyYLWANIA, Ga., March 15.—{Special.]—Last 
Friday night was dark, rainy and cold, so 
gloomy and unpleasant that the most daring 
traveler would probably have hesitated before 
braving its furies. It was well adapted to the 
purposes and plans of the inmates of the jail 
in this place, whose wonderful escape from 
prison "has been briefly telegraphed. None of 
the fugitives have yet been caught or even 
heard from. 

Five negro men and one negro woman were 
safely confined in the county jail up toe Friday 
night, viz: John Burns, charged with 
murder, Doc Moultrie tor burning down 
J. J. Marel’s barn about two weeks. Antony 
Lovett and wife for stealing. John Fraser 
for shooting on train. and another darky for 
breaking into freight box at Millen. The 
prisoners were all locked up together in the 
corridor, which opens into the inner cells, 
none being confined in the cells themselves. 
An examination of the jailthe next morning 
developed the fact that they first broke off a 
bar of iron from the watertank, with which 
the corridor door was prized open snfficiently 
to allow them to pass through. Ont in the 
jail, they then proceeded to the window 
which was composed of four iron slats 
firmly fastened and held together by a large 
iron rod. With almost hereulean strength 
they must have torn these bars from their 
sockets, as the window was found open aud 
the rod that connected the bars was broken in 
twain. Toslip throngh the small aperture 
thus made intothe jailyard was a perilous 
tack, but was doubtless quickly and cheerfully 
performed by these desperate men. The wall 
surrounding the jail is itself not to be 
laughed at by a struggler afte: 
freedom, beingabout twelve feet high, very 
thick. and reaching far down into the ground, 
butHliberty was the prize, and weary months 
of i:xoprisonment the forfeit, and soon the five 
determined men were busy shoveling «dirt 
with a bar of iron, and with their hands, The 
dirt must have flown thick and fast, fora 
large bole was dug out under the wall, 
through which the wegroes crawled, 
and the prisoners who were 
thought to be sleeping quietly on 
their pallets, stepped out into the dark, damp 
night, free to go whithersoever they would. 
One sick woman was left behind, lonely and 
forsaken. In what direction the negroes went 
no one knows, asthe rain completely obliter- 
ated all their tracks. 

The woman declares that she was asleep and 
knew nothing of the efforts of her fellow 
prisoners until she heard them grabbling 
dirt outside. This, however, is not 
believed. The corridors and cells in the 


jail which were purchased hy the county sev- 


eral years ago, cost $3,000, and it was consid- 
ered an impossibility for anyone to eseape 
from them, but five large, strong, desperate 
negroes as these were, working together, are 
capable of doing anything that physical force 
can accomplish.

The Good Old Times. 

When our fathers and yrandtathers sufier 
their dyspepsia to vet the upper hand, they 
have a great deal to say about the good old 
times. The reminiscences of these venerable 
citizens are interesting, but they are alto- 
gether too rose-colored. 

if we go back about sixty years or so, foa 
period within the memory of many now liv- 
ing, it will be found that the manners and 
morals then in vogue were infinitely worse 
than those of the present day. In the Unj- 
ted States, as well as in England, the higher 
circles of society have always been more or 
lees affected by the examples set by British 
royalty and nobility. We see too much of this 
in onr own day and generation. Sixty years 
ago it was worse. Tlie man who was called 
‘‘the first gentleman in Europe’’ occupied the 
English throne. George the Fourth was 
nothing more nor less than a royal hog. 
Thackeray, Greville, and later writers have 
told us how he lived and misbehaved him- 
self. It is on record that George celebrated 
his wedding night by getting beastly drunk. 
He robbed his bride of her bracelets and gave 
them to another woman. Frem the cradle 
to the grave he continued an unblushing 
liar, swamped in debt, and nearly always 
drunk. In his family relations he was un- 
grateful, brutal and treacherous. When he 
fell out with Lord Mansfield on account of a 
speech, he told the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury to go to his lordship, and tell him he 
tied, and to kick him in the king’s name. 
The nobles imitated their king. When Lord 
Lonsdale was halted by an officer for driving 
too fast he said: ‘‘You rascal, do you know 
tamapeer?’ The officer replied, ‘‘I den’t 
know you are a peer; but I know you are a 
seoundrel !’’ Of course a duel was the re- 
sult. Even the preachers caught the infec- 
tion,and we are told of one who in a funer- 
al discourse said that the deceased *‘was 
lately a great and good duchess on earth, and 
ig now a great and good duchess in heaven.’’ 

This will do for a glimpse of the good old 
times in England, American society did 
not escape the consequences of such bad ex- 
amples. It is only necessary to glance over 
some of the forgotten hooks of travels written 
fifty or sixty years ago by such writers as 


rality and bad taste prevailed to an alarm- 
ing extent in this country, in circles where 
something better might have been expected, 
Perhaps this is going as far as it is neces- 
sary togo. If it does not convince our young 
readers that they are fully as good as the 
people of the old school they will do well to 
. read some of the histories and memoirs of the 
first half of the century.

The Duty of the Government. 

As we have shown, there are two sides to 
the anti-Chinese agitation in this country, 
and one of the sides is worthy of very serious 
consideration to those who now have charge 
of the United States government. The presi- 
dent appears to regard the whole matter 
lightly—as a sort of ‘local issue.’’ Whether 
he understands or appreciates the serious 
nature of the question with which his ad- 
ministration will have to deal, wedo not 
pretend to know or judge, but his comments 


_ been badly advised, to say the least. The 
question is one with” which the 


- eoncerned—not on account of the 
themselves, thongh it may be unchristian to | 


inhabitants of this country, native-born and 
naturalized. ' 

Though the president cannot recall his 
message, he can, at least, in the interests of 
humanity, not less than in the interest of 
American citizens who expect the Chinese 
government to protect them in the enjoy- 
ment of their lives, liberty and property, 
place before congress the question asit ex- 
ists. Hecan do more than this: he can 
biing the machinery of government to bear, 
and, by protecting the Chinamen on these 
shores, indirectly protect our own people 
who are living in China. This is his duty, 
and it is to be hoped he will be equal to the 
emergency when it comes hereafter. 

All other considerations fuiling—leaving 

the question of humanity entirely ont of 
sight—our*treaties with China bind us to 
protecting the unoflending Chinese who have 
sought our shores. That the American peo- 
ple, even on the Pacific slope, have not alto- 
gether lost their heads is shown by the fol- 
lowing from the San Francisco Argonaut : 
. We wonder if it has ever occurred to those ‘er- 
man, Irish and other foreign-born gentlemen who 
have honored our coast by making ittheir resi- 
dences, or to those native-born citizens who are 
now engaged in driving the Chinese from their 
homes and occupations, in violation of law and 
humanity, that in the ports and cities of the Chi- 
nese empire there are some fifteen or twenty thou 
sand English, German, American and other for- 
eigners residing and engaged in business and com- 
mercial occupations; that these residents are Clain- 
ing and receiving fromthis people the protection 
of their laws and the privilege o! engaging in their 
industries: that this merchant and trading elass is 
alien to China; that these forcigners are not and 
cannot become homogeneous with them; that they 
have not adapted themselves in manners, Customs 
and habits of life to the peculiarities of the Chinese 
people; that they send their earnings out of the 
country, and are in all respects an alien people; 
that in religion and civilization they preserve 
their own modes of thought: that they visit the 
Chinese empire, reside there, and pursue their vo- 
cations by virture of international treaties: that 
they have no intention of becoming permanent 
residents—in a word, (hat these white people are 
in all respects doingin China just whatthe Chi- 
nese are doing here, and that it would be jrst as 
lawful and just as humane if Chinese mobs should 
drive them away, and take from them their ar) U- 
sitions, under threats to their lives and destruction 
to their property. 

This is pointed because it is true. HM the 
government of the United States expects 
China to protect the interests of its citizens 
in China, then the government must protect 
the interests of Chinamen in this country, 
as, under treaty stipulations, it is bound to 
do. If the Chinese outrages in the west are 
to continue, we may expect to hear of some 
horrible reprisals; but they will not be more 
horrible than the Kock Springs and Seattle 
massacres.

Farms Increasing in Number. 

Several recent writers would have us be- 
lieve that the ‘country is threatened with 
landlordism—English landlordism at that; 
but Mr. Henry Strong, who has resided in 
Chicago foyty years, shows in the course of an 
article in the North American Review for 
March that there are no grounds for such 
statements. The evils of landordism are ad- 
mitted on all hands, but fortunately no sec- 
tion of the country is drifting into that kind 
of trouble. 

Mr. Strong shows by successive censuses 
that small estates are not in the course of 
consolidation into large estates. We repro- 
duce the figures:

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The truth is there are comparatively few 
farms in the country of 1,000 acres or over. 
There are only 649 out of 255,000 in Illinois; 
in Michigan there are but 841, and in Kansas 
only 235. Only three companies have made 
cousiderable purchases of land in Texas, and 
all their capital does not equal the value of 
the smallest county in Iowa. Landlordism 
is still a bugbear, at least in the northwest: 


“and in the south and southwest the number 


of farms is annually increasing. 

Mr. Strong says that landlordism in the 
northwest is impossible because capital is 
not cheap enough. To make money farming 
one must live on his farm, no matter where 
it is located. The tendency in that section 
is altogether towards independent owner- 
ship. The process is first the farm laborer, 
then the tenant, and lastly the owner. The 
land-owner in this country is the ideal citi- 
zen, the hope and bulwark of the republic. 
He is very numerous, and the indications 
are that the number of land-owners will an- 
nually increase, and that landlordism will 
never become a permanent or prominent fea- 
ture in this country.

The Panama Canal. 


J.C. H., Atlanta, Ga: Please give me a brief 
history of the Panama canal projec. 

Among our clippings we find the following, 
which probably contain the desired points: 

The projector aud most active mover in this work 
has been the indefatigable engineer,M. De Lesseps. 
In 1879 he visited the isthmus and satistied hiim- 
self that the construction of a ship Canal across it 
was quite practicable. He then returned to France 
and tormed a stock company to undertake the 
work, and to this company the grants of land made 
by the Colombian government in 1878 fer the con- 
struction of an i= intef-oceanpic canal were. 
through his influence transferred. [hn 
fanuary, 1851, a number of en- 
gineers and surveyors were sent from France to 
the isthmus, and the actual work upon the cana! 
was begun in thefollowingstummer. DeLesseps in 
his reporttothe company in January estimated 
probable total cost of the work at 512,000,000 frances 
and the stock of the company wasffixed at 600,000. - 
000 francs togive anample margin for the work. 
The canal, heestimated, would be ready for actua! 
operation in Iss. The plan of the canal contem- 
plated a direct cut from sea to sea, open to the sky 
through its entire length,with a nominal depth of 
4.52 feet below the sea-level anda width of 72.6 
feet at the bottom of the canal, also the excava 
tion of a grand side-basin 3.1 niles long, at about 
thecentral point of tbhecanal, to facilitate the 
passage of ships in either direction. It was esti 
mate that a total excavation of 
143,880,000 cubic yards of earth would be 
requiring for the digging of the canal proper, and 
the enlargement of the ports at cither end suffict- 
ently for the traffic. Since 1881 the work on the 
canal has been steadily pushed, but the great 
mortality among the? white laborers has been a se 
rious drawback tothe undcrtaking. The amount 
ofexcavation necessary has not been found to 
much exceed DeLessep s estimate, but the labor aud 
expense of it have been foundto be much greater. 
Already the work has begun to lag from shortness 
of funds, and in July, 1885, De Lesseps endeavored 
to secure the guarantee of the French government 
for a new loan of 500,000.000 francs, but it was re 
fused. The reportsofthe great engineer have been 
made annually, and they have uniformly 
given an encouraging exhibit of the progress of 
the work. Until Japuary, 1881, the labor of etteal 
excavation proceeded but slowly, so much prepa- 
ration in clearing was required. inthe first form 
months of 1884, more excavating was done than in 
ail the time previous. Dredges are now also being 
used for the excavating,and are found to be ofmuch 
assisiapce. Upto May, 188, about 20,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth, or about one-seventh of the actual! 
digging needed, had been accomplished. Up to 
that date $70,000,000, or 550,000,000 francs, had been 
expended on the work. M. De Losseps still asserts 
thatif the needed funds can only be furnished the 
canal will be ready for the passage ofships in 1588

Literature in the South, 


From the Boston Post, 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION and Mr. Wal- 
ter H. Page, a prominent journalist, born and 
raised in North Carolina, and well kuown to the 
readers of the Vost through the able and interest- 
ipg letters he has written for it, are enjoying a 
friepdly joust over the comparative advancement 
of literature and science at the south. Mr. Page 
speaks rather disparagingly of it, while Tue Con- 
STITUTION makesa a sturdy defense, and cites, 
‘modern instances,’’ the significanee of which we 
cannot aflord to ignore, In fact, the literary record 
that the south has made iu the last score of years 
is one of the most cheering evidences ot a vigorou- 
and healthy new development. 

It must be remembered that the literature of the 
south is a comparatively new thing. Who, besides 
Poe, before the present time, havestood in the front 
rank Of Americen letters? There has not been 
even & basis of Comparison, The seuth has given 
to the Gountry men who were pre-eminent as states- 
men and soldiers. But the genius of her people 
bas not been expressed in art or letters. Without 
stopping to attempt a plausible theory to account 
for that fact, the case stands very differently 
today. THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION says truth- 
fully, after showing that the south for 
the last quarter of a century has had 
to struggle against adverse circumstances, 
that ‘in spite of all things, this section has fur- 
nished many men who have achived national 
reputations. Of writersof fiction there are Joel 
Chandler Harris, George W. Cable, Miss Murfrec, 
Richard M. Johnson and Augusta §Evans Wilson, 
Can the populons northern states match them’ 
Bartley Campbell and Guy Carleton are southern 
born. Who of our dramatist excel them in effee- 
tive play-writing? Mark Twain represents us 
among the funpy men; Mary Anderson on the 
stage; Valentine among eoculotenn.

She has 
contributed something new. Wegain from her an 
element that we never had before. A new lead 
has been ned there that develops an amazing 
richness. In fact, it is practically inexhaustibie, 
and as explorationis sonew and enthusiasm so 
general, sheis doubtless no more than on the 
threshold of destined achievemeut. 

The south can certainly make outa good case. 
She is contributing material that will add to the 
richness and strength and distinctiveness of our 
national literature. Mr. Page’s criticisms were di- 
rected mainly at his native state, and, thus ap 
any we presnome they may be rneasurably correct. 

ut the same forces of development that are so ac- 
tive and producing such good results in other part 
of the south must before long cive Nort hCarolina 
the claim to recognition that is now denied her.

Progress of the’ Work ov the Georgia Pa- 

' cific Extension. 

BIRMINGHAM, March 15.—(|Special.}—Presi- 
dent Johnston and Generai Superintendent 
Sage, of the Georgia Pacific railroad, have re- 
turned from a tour of inspection over the new 
extension from Birmingham to Columbus, 
Miss. The work to be done is forty-two miles. 
Mr. a was asked to speak of his observa- 
tions of the work. He said: 

“The contractors are all well at work with 
800 to 1,000 men constantly moving in. The 
entire gap is being worked in sections. All 
contractors are working except Mason & Co., 
whe will begin at once. Some of the work is 
very heavy, but I think it can be finished in 
twelve months.” 

Vice President Scott passed through the eity 
last week on an annual tour of i 
over the road. He was asked what his eom- 
pany proposed doing when the gap of 
forty-two miles is completed. He said: 

“We are going to develop the country along 
the line, and open new mines and ore fields.

The Husband and Father in a Drunken Condition 
Parts His Wife and Child—The Wife Fails to 
Find the Babe After a Twelve Hour’s 
Search--The Police to Search. Ete. 


“My God! my child has been stolen. Can 
you find her for me, Mr, Policeman,” exclain- 
ed Mrs. McKenzie as she excitedly entered the 
city prison about midnight last night. 

And the story Mrs. McKenzie then told was 
an extremely sad one. 

Mrs. McKenzie has been living near the old 
guano works for the past six months, Her 
husband, who is known as “Turner’ McKen- 
zie, has been doing night work on one of the 
railroads. Yesterday morning when McKen- 
zie went to his home for his day’s sleep and 
rest his wife gave him four dollars and asked 
him to come into the city to 

MAKE SOME PURCHASES 
for her. MeKenzie had some money of his 
own and when he came into the city he was 
wel) fixed financially. McKenzie had once 
worked for the city, and when he was passing 
up Decatur street happened to meet Mr. Ma 
honey, commissioner of public works. Mr. 
Mahoney knew McKenzie and, after a short 
conversation with him, agreed togive him work. 
About 5 o’clock in the afternoon McKenzie 
returned tohis home and had with him a 
furniture wagon and two negroes. McKenzie 
was quite drunk and so were both negroes. 
He quickly told his wife that he had procured 
werk with Mr. Mahoney, and that he had 
rented a house on Washington street and was 
going tomove. Mrs. McKenzie realized that 
her husband was in 
NO CONDITION TO TRANSACT BUSINESS 
and begged him to defer the moving until tlre 
next day, but McKenzie iv his drunken )pas- 
sion would not consent the delay and with a 
heavy heart Mrs. McKenzie begaw preparing 
for the hurried removal. While 
she packing her househoid goods 
an the negroes were put- 
ting it on the furniture car McKenzie and the 
darkies took several drinks and deported 
themselves in an extremely disagreeable man - 
ner generally. Finally everything was load- 
ed and then Mrs. McKenzie, who is a frail. 
weak woman, picked up her three year-old 
child. The 
CHILD WAS SICK 
and had a fever, but Mrs. McKenzie could not 
carry it and asked her husband to take it. 
McKenzie took the child, and handing it to 
one of the darkies on the wagon, told them to 
drive on. Mrs, McKenzie protested against 
surrendering the child tothe strange,drunken 
negro, aud with tears in her eyes. 
begged her husband to give it 
back to her, but McKenzie again told the dar- 
kys to drive off. The negro who held the 
lines gave the horse a cut with his whip and 
in a second the wagon with the furniture and 
the baby—all that the poor woman had in the 
world except a drunken husband—was moving 
swiftly towards town. Mrs. McKenzie ran, 
TRYING TO KEEP UP WITH THE WAGON, 
so that she might be near her child, the treas- 
ure of her heart, but ber strength soon gave 
out, and she was compelled to fall back to her 
husband. Then beside the drunken mangshe 
marched up the street. Several times she 
asked him where he was moving, but he was so 
diunk thatthe information he attempted to give 
her was no information at all. When Mrs. 
McKenzie reached the corner of Calhoun street 
her husband entered a saloon. His wife tried 
to get him out, but without success. Until 
dark she begged and persuaded, but withont 
accompHshing anything. Her situation was 
then a deplorable one. Her baby, 
WHICH WASSICK, 
and everything she had in the world were in 
the custody of three drunken negroes, and te 
whereabouts of these negroes was unkvown to 
her. She tried to induce her husband to te!! 
her where the house was, but could get noih- 
ing from him. I her despair, Mrs. McKenzie 
started out of the barroom to find a 
policeman, but when she re- 
turned with one to the saloon 
McKenzie was gone and no ove could tell 
where he had gone. The patrolman then 
made an effort to find McKenzie. but without 
success. AboutS8 o’clock Mrs. McKenzie en- 
tered the city prison and reciting her sad story 
asked for help in finding her child. Patrol- 
man Thompson was detailed by Chief Con- 
nolly 
TO AID THE LADY, 
and together they went from one end of Wash 
ington street tothe other, but could hear noth- 
ing.of the negroes or the baby. Then they 
gan searching for McKenzie, but up to two 
k this morning nothing had been heard 
of McKenzie, the baby or the furniture. The 
entire police department was on the ivokout 
for any of the parties al! night. 

Mrs. McKenzie is a lady of imore than 
ordinary intelligence. She is almost crazed 
over her situation. She says her husband is 
not addicted to drink, and that he is kind and 
provides well for his family. The child, she 
says, is sickly, and she never expects to find it 
alive. Mrs. McKenzie’s condition was sad. 
She could 
not sit still a minut*, and was liable to go into 
spasms any minute.

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MAYOR AND ALDERMEN. 


A Conflict of Opinion Between Mayor Grace 
and the Aldermen. 

NeW YorK, March 15.—[Special.]|—Mayo: 
(race and the board of aldermen are in deadly 
conflict over the New York Cable rzilway’s 
scheme. The plan of the Cable railway com- 
pany is to constructa most comprehensive sys- 
tem of cable lines, Swhich will connect with 
every point of the city and make it possible 
for a passenger by paying five cents to travel 
around the island or -across it. When the 
scheme was inaugurated 0,000 persons signed 
the petition to have it passed. The board of 
aldermen, with the exception of four. voted 
for it, but Mayor Grace when it was forwarded 
tohiu promptly vetoed it. His objections 
to the resolution were formulated in his report 
at great length. the principal one being that 
he disapproved of giving franchise away to 
private companies as had been done heretofore. 
His plan was to let the city grant the franchise 
to parties for ten or twenty years, giving them 
all profits up to 10 percent onthe actual 
investment for coustruction and equipment, 
and all sums in excess of the 10 per cent to be 
paid tothe city. At the expiration of the 
lease the franchise could be reletas is now 
done with the ferry franchises. He furthe: 
stated that the railroad companies are now 
making aprotit of about 27 per cent per year on 
their actual investments, and that $1,920,939 a 
year ought to be turned into the city’s treas- 
ury. 

The opposition of the mavol is no new 
thing, and the board of aldermen were not 
surprised at his veto. It is their expressed 
intention now to carry their point regardless 
of his consent, and, as heretofore, they will 
probably giveaway the franchise to whom 
they please. But the mayor is firm and the 
fight will be a bitter one.

Lieutenant Herm, however, has expressed 
his desire that the «up go to the winner of 
three races out of five, and that two of them 
shall take place at Newport. A letter is ex- 
pected sometime this week from the owaer of 
the Galatea, which will settle the matter. The 
American yachts which will enter the trial 
races tO choose a defender of the cup, will be 
the Puritan, the Priscilla, the Atlantic and 
the Mayflower. The two latter yachts are not 
yet finished, but are in course of construction 
at New York and Boston.

An Ordinance Prohibiting Candy Stands on the 
Street Corners Adopted—One of Mr. Collier's 
@ste Ordinances Tabled—The Petition 
fcr a New School House Presented, 


Every member of the general council was 
present during the session yesterday after- 
neon, except Messrs. Stockdell, Angier and 
May. -° 

Mr. Stockdell was at the baseball game. 

Mr. Angier was at home sick, 

Mr. May’s absence was unexplained. 

Mr. Hatchison, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, submitted a favorable report upon the 

petition of Messrs. Black, Johnson and Gold- 
smith, for the abolition of licenses issued to 
venders of candies, nuts, etc., on the street 
corners. 

“I move to amend,” said Mr. Mitchell, im- 
mediately after the reading of the report, ‘‘by 
adding license issued to 

PEDDLARS OF MERCHANDISE 
whe go about the citv in wagons selling pins, 
nohons, ete.”’ 

“Is that done?” asked Mr. Collier. 

“Oh, yes,” answered Mr Mitchell. “These 
peddlars besides being irresponsible werk an 
inconvenience te the merchants——” 

“Well, I can’t say that I favor the report,” 
said Mr. Middlebrooks, ‘‘and if it is enforced 
what istobecome of the men who run the 
stands. They will in all probability be thrown 
on the city.” 

“TI fully agree with Mr. Middlebrooks,” said 
Dr. Roy. “The people who run these stands 
are industrious. Their living is involved in 
their work, and if their licemses are revoked 
they will probably become paupers on the 
city.” 

é SHOULD BE ADOPTED. 

“T have given this question a careful consid- 
eration,” said Mr. Hutchison, the chairman 
of the committee, ‘‘and I am fully satisfied 
that these licenses should not be issued. The 
men to whom they are granted are 
generally irresponsible persons, and 
it is not right to bring them 
in direct competition with such _ gentle- 
men as have sent in this petition. Then, too, 
if a horse should run away and injure one. of 
these men who are planted out in the street 
the city, by granting the license, would make 
itself liable to a suit for damages.”’

On Christmas eve last Deputy Marshal Wil- 
kinson arrested the proprietors ofthe tiger, 
John Spencer and Mark Morrison, young men 
well known in Cartersville. § They were 
brought to Atlanta,and after a preliminary 
examination were found guilty of retailing 
without license. The young men gave boad 
and were relased. 

When their cases were called yesterday, a 
number of 

CITIZENS OF CARTERSVILLE 
were seated in the court room. 

A number of witnesses were iutroduced, and 
some of the evidence was of an interesting 
nature. 

Miles Dobbins, Jr., who sat in the court 
room with a come-brother-and-be-saved look, 
was called on to testify. He said that he had 
been in the room where the liquor was. He 
had got whisky there. but had paid no one for 
it. Sometimes he would leave the money on 
a dry goods box, and sometimes he would pick 
up a flask of liquor and walk out without 
leaving the money. 

“Never did pay for it’”’ asked Judge Mc- 


Cay. 

“No, sir.” 

“Ever intend to?” 

“I—] —I guess so.”’ 

‘And who would you have 
bins ?” 

“I—d— don’t know sir.”’

P. H. Snook, John H. Fitten, and E. C. Pe- 
ters. ! f 

The resignation of Edward 8. Gay, treasurer 
of St. Philip’s, was read and accepted. All of 
the newly elected vestrymen signified their 
intention of accepting the trust to which they 
bad been called. 

A committee, consisting of L. J. Hill, Ed- 
ward C. Peters and John A. Fitten, was ap- 
pointed to look into the finances of the church 
and prepare areportto be presented at the 
pext meeting. 

Vestryman Jack W. Johnson was appointed 
as a committee of one tocal! upon Dr. J. G. 
Armstrong, and tender to him for the use of 
bimself and family any pew in the church 
that he may see fit to select. 

The meeting was harmonious and enthusi- 
astic. 

J. H. Ketner and E.S.Gay who are among 
the vestrymen of the church that resigned, 
have signified their intention to retain their 
pews inthechurch. Arrangements have been 


‘made to fill the pulpit ef St. Philip’s on Sun- 


day next, and a permanent pastor will be se- 
lected as early as possible. An impression is 
rapidly gaining ground that the congregation 
of St. Philip’s will again come together, and 
agree to drop all differences and combine in 
bringing the parish to its former position 
among the churches of the city. 


A Few Remarks. 


For so long a time readers of the daily press 
of this city have noted with regret the unhappy 
state of affairs touching St. Philip's church and its 
Jate rector. Much that has had publicity. asin all 
family discussions, might have been, with a due 


sense of the proprieties, omitted; but as it enabled 


the public at large to form an opinion, perhaps no 
harm ensued. 

But the case is made up, a decision reached and 
no good can result from a further discussion of the 
question atissue. None is intended here. 

Whatever the merits of Dr. Armstrong, be they 
good, bad, or indifferent, he is not any longer the 
rector of St. Philip’s church, and it is that fact 
which more than any other now concerns the good 
people of the parish. For the future new duties 
grise, Christian duties, duties we owe to our chil- 
dren, the church and to ourrelves. It will be agreed 
that we should not, if indeed such has been the 
case, longer permit prejudice or passion to have 
any partin our deliberations, whereby discord is 
engendered, disintegration promoted and the 
church allowed tolanguish. Even the mostardent 
of the late rector’s friends, those believing him to 
bave been unjustly dealt with, will not consent to 
such. Tothose who feel aggrieved at his discomfi- 
ture it must be some compensation to kuow that 
Dr. Armstrong was surrounded by the most de- 
voted of friends. and had the zealous indorsement 
of all the city daily press—their columns teeming 
with commendations of him—and only words of 
centure for the court of investigation, its findings 
are the final award of the presiding officers of the 
diocese. Added to all this, was the great profundi- 
tv of expression evoked by the industrious inter- 
viewer. To all of _ this 
toice of dissent publicly expressed, and 
it was understood that Dr. Armstrong was in the 
rightful evjoyment of munificent encomium from 
tongue and pen. And hence it is urged that the 
defense, and its concomitants, was all that could 
have been desired or pages for, and that the result 
should be more gracefully acquiesced iu. But it is 
found that the ae controversy assumes the 
questionable phase of an abandonment of the 
church in some sort of inconceivable devotion to 
or sympathy for one man! This complexion 
reached, it is safe to assert that the eople of St. 
Philip’s church will see their duty and perform it. 
Admitting that the late rector has been wronged, 
which it is not here intended to argue. he emerges 
from the contest with the strongest indorsement 
that ever a wronged man had, though appa- 
rently of little practical use to him, 
save as credentials in field 
of labor to which he may go.

If additional 
architecture is demanded, it is of that kind which 
comprised the walls of Sparta to which her king 
pointed with pride. If duty is the aim, there is no 
occasion to go in pursuitof anew field. Weal- 
— ~~ one of greatamplitude. When John 
Randolph was asked by some ladies for a contribu- 
tion to aid in disseminating the gospel among the 
Greeks, his answer was: ‘‘Ladies, the Greeks are at 
your door.’’ 

With due respect for the opinions of all, and it is 
not designed to deprive any of that privilege, it is 
submitted that the people of St. Philip's will rise 
superior to dissension and be found equa! to the 
demands of duty.
